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Federal Funding Improves Prospects 
That Green Line Will Get to Greenbelt 


CFG Hears Metro Plans

At its membership meeting on November 29, the 
Citizens For Greenbelt (CFG) heard Government Relations 
Director Gerald Gough and Civil Engineer Paul Manoukin, 
both from Metro, discuss the status and design of the 
Greenbelt Metrorail Station. 

Gough said that Metro is cur. Baltimore City.

The federal government recently released $200 million 
in construction and real estate funds to the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Authority (WMATA) to build a 
two-mile section of Metro's Green Line between Prince 
Georges Plaza and College Park, south of Paint Branch 
creek, and for construction of the College Park station. This 
action has created an air of optimism that funds to complete 
the subway line to the Greenbelt terminus will be appropria¬ 
ted during the current session of Congress. 

The House of Representatives that currently has 


has already approved an appro¬ 
priation of $197 million for fiscal 
year 1988, with the Senate com¬ 
ing up with $185 million. A com¬ 
promise will later be hammered 
out in conference. 

Completion of the Green Line 
in northern Prince Georges 
County from Fort Totten to 
Greenbelt is now slated for late 
1993. However, decisions must 
be made on an alternate east- 
west route to replace Calvert 
Road, which will be closed when 
construction begins on the Col¬ 
lege Park station. Also to be re¬ 
solved is the amount of acreage 
which must be acquired from 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center for the Metro 
yards, to be situated north of 
the Capital Beltway. 

Dispute Over Routes 

Over the years, the thorny 
problem of road access to the 
Calvert Road Station in College 
Park has caused a split among 
various factions. In August 
James Novak, Director of the 
County’s Public Works and 
Transportation Department, rec¬ 
ommended to County Executive 
Parris Glendening the adoption 
of the northern Alternate #2 
Modified route, which the county 
prefers as the alignment for Cal¬ 
vert Road. This recommendation, 
which has been the University 
of Maryland’s preferred route 
also, was based on “long and 
careful evaluation of all impact 
factors/* Novak said. These in¬ 
cluded traffic routing, transpor¬ 
tation network influence, travel 
cost, socio-economic factors, na¬ 
tural environment and construc¬ 
tion and right-of-way costs. 

The PWT Department’s pre¬ 
ferred alternate route would be¬ 
gin at the north gate of the 
University of Maryland at US-1, 
and proceed southeast. It would 
go under the CSX railroad 
tracks, sligntly touching the 
southwest corner “or just miss, 
(mg)** the College Park Air¬ 
port, then swing southward to 
Lehigh Road and join existing 
Calvert Road near the 94th Aero 
Squadron Restaurant, 

The College Park City Coun¬ 
cil, historic preservationists and 
aviation enthusiasts have long 
opposed the northern route 
which, they stress, would ad¬ 
versely affect residential areas, 
local businesses, and the historic 
College Park Airport. Instead, 
they favor the southern route, 
which they claim would cause 
minimal impact to residents. The 
southern route would traverse 
vacant industrially-zoned land 


no access. 
This route would open the land 
for development. 

Novak reports that work is 
continuing on the Draft Supple¬ 
mental Environmental Impact 
Statement, which should be com¬ 
pleted late this year. County 
Executive Parris Glendening is 
expected to take a position on 
a preferred route soon, following 
talks with College Park officials 
and receipt of recommendations 
from the State Historic Pres¬ 
ervation Officer and the Federal 
Advisory Council on Historic 
Preservation. Glendening will 
then forward his recommenda¬ 
tion to the county council. Final 
approval of an alternate route 
will be made by federal highway 
officials. 

College Park City Councilman 
Michael Jacobs expressed the 
College Park Council's frustra¬ 
tion with the county for not 
providing them with the oppor¬ 
tunity to sit down at the bar¬ 
gaining table. Over the years, he 
said, we have been willing “to 
meet in a neutral area to come 
to a solution.” He also noted 
that “finally, under the law, we 
got recognized as a consulting 
party.** Apparently. College Park 
would be amenable to the North¬ 
ern route if the county would 
See METRO, p. 11, col.

Greenbelt Station Specifics

The Greenbelt Metro station 
will be built on 45 acres of land 
south of the Beltway and directly 
west of the Springhill Lake Ap¬ 
artments. (see map) The facility 
will include the station, parking 
area, and ramps for the Beltway 
and B&O underpass. The rail¬ 
road yard will be located direct¬ 
ly north of the Beltway adjacent 
to the B&O right-of-way. Ve¬ 
hicle access to the yard is ex¬ 
pected to be from Ed m ons ton 
Rd. with a bridge across Indian 
Creek. 

The size of the yard has not 
yet been finalized. The estimate 
in 1968 was 46 acres and, in 
1985, 68 acres. According to 

Metro staff, the figure will be 
somewhat higher because of flood 
plain considerations. When the 
final determination is made, Met¬ 
ro’s Real Estate Division will ne¬ 
gotiate with the Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center or the 
Government Services Admini¬ 
stration. 

Surfacing recently was con¬ 
cern that about 300 acres of BA- 
RC land bounded by Powder Mill 
Road, the CSX right-of-way, Ed- 
monston Road and the Capital 
Beltway would be in the acquisi¬ 
tion package. Although Metro 
can only acquire land that it will 
actually use, the government 
could require a buyer to take 
more land, if the remaining pro¬ 
perty were isolated from public 
access. According to Metro staff, 
the latter is not applicable to the 
acreage earmarked for the yard. 
In a letter to Wallace, Roberts &

rently funded under the Stark- 
Harris Act passed in 1979. This 
bill appropriated 1,7 billion dol¬ 
lars for Metro. Gough said that 
the federal government recently 
released $130 million in con¬ 
struction funds from this appro¬ 
priation for the sections preced¬ 
ing the Greenbelt station. He said 
that the 1988 budget, currently 
before Congress, will contain 
funds for the Greenbelt station 
and yard. 

The House of Representatives 
has approved $197 million for 
Metro while the Senate has set¬ 
tled on $185 million. 

Gough said that the Stark- 
Harris appropriation should fund 
an 89 mile system, and that 
Metro expects to seek additional 
funds from Congress to com¬ 
plete the full 103-mile system. 
However, he said that regard¬ 
less of the result of such future 
funding requests, the Greenbelt 
station will be built, 

Manoukin said the station will 
be located behind the sand and 
gravel yard and beside Cherry- 
wood Lane (see map). The rail 
yards, used to store, clean and 
repair rail cars will be built on 
land that is currently owned by 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center. 

He said that construction on 
the ramps to and from the Belt- 
way should begin in early 1988. 
with construction on the station 
beginning late in the year. 

In addition to the Metro Sta¬ 
tion, there will also be a new 
station on the Maryland Com¬ 
muter Rail System (MARC) 
This MARC station is scheduled 
to open in late 1989, with the 
Metro station scheduled to open 
in 1993. 

The parking lot at the sta¬ 
tion will hold more than 3,000 
cars with two bus drop-off areas 
and two “Kiss and Ride” lots, 
said Manoukin. Gough noted that 
the Greenbelt station needs such 
a large lot because, as a termin¬ 
al station, it is expected to at¬ 
tract riders from Howard and 
Baltimore Counties and from

Access to the station will be 
from Cherrywood Lane and from 
new ramps to and from the Belt- 
way to the west, Gough said 
that planning studies indicated 
that only local traffic will be 
coming from the east on the 
Beltway, since more distant rid¬ 
ers would use the New Carroll¬ 
ton station. 

In additio" Cherrywood Lane 
is scheduled to be extended over 
the Beltway to intersect with 
Edmonston Read north of Ivy 
Lane. This is a county project 
and the Metro representatives 
present were unable to answer 
the many questions on the de¬ 
sign and timing of this project. 
Station Configuration 

The Greenbelt station will be 
a center platform station, A 
passageway under the station 
will lead to the MARC trains and 
to Hollywood Park. There will 
be no parking lots on the Holly¬ 
wood side of the station. Ma¬ 
noukin said this was at the re¬ 
quest of College Park officials. 
The entire parking lot will be 
landscaped with trees. Gough 
said that Metro makes provis¬ 
ions for bicycle and pedestrian 
traffic at all its stations. 

The rail yards, located north 
of the Beltway off Edmonston 
Road will cover 68 to 70 acres. 
However. Dick Manning, who is 
in charge of the yards for Met¬ 
ro, said this could increase some¬ 
what, He said that the yards 
will extend almost to Sunnyside 
Road and will be buffered by 
trees. He said that, the yards 
will be able to store up to 250 
transit cars. 

Gough said that at most “a 
couple hundred** workers will re¬ 
port to the yards in several 
shifts. They will park at the 
yard, entering from Edmonston 
Road. 

Solange Hess, noting the ex¬ 
periences of the New Carrollton 
station wondered if the parking 
lots were designed with future 
development and population in¬ 
creases in mind. Gough said the 
parking situation will not be 
ideal, but that this is the maxi¬ 
mum they can build. He said 
that Metro buses will be re¬ 
routed to go to the new station 
rather than New Carrollton.

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50 Years Ago 
In Greenbelt

November 1937: 

By November 1937, the new 
Greenbelters were already start¬ 
ing to organize. During the 
month, the Greenbelt Citizen’s 
Association and the Journalistic 
Club were formed. On Novem¬ 
ber 23. the first town council was 
elected. Ninety-six percent of 
registered voters cast votes in 
that first elecion. Louis Bessem¬ 
er was elected the first Mayor 
by the council and Roy S. Braden 
was appointed the Town Manag¬ 
er, Braden was also community 
manager under the Farm Secur¬ 
ity A dm mist rati o n. By the end 
of the Month the first issue of 
the “Greenbelt Cooperator” had 
been published. This newspaper 
was the forerunner of the Green- 
belt News Review. 

Other Firsts: 

The first Cooperative Drug 
Store in the US opened in Green¬ 
belt. 

In the fall of 1937, “Drug 
Topics’ made the announcement 
that the drug store to be opened 
in 'Greenibelt would be the ‘‘first 
government-sponsored cooperat¬ 
ive retail drug store” in the 
country. The article spoke of the 
background of the town and the 
plans for the store, Herbert Ev¬ 
ans. vice president of the Con¬ 
sumers Distribution Corporation 
backed by Edward Filene spoke 
glowingly of the new venture. 
“We are planning to have the 
interior trim of the store in gray 
oak . . . Modern fittings throu¬ 
ghout and ... a low level soda 
bar. We are going to take pains 
to see that our drug store looks 
dignified and not like a circus.”

LIONS CLUB WARNS 
OF DIABETES SYMPTOMS 

November is Diabetes Aware¬ 
ness Month. Fifty percent of all 
diabetics do not know they have 
the disease which is the leading 
cause of blindness. Everyone 
over the age of 40 and over¬ 
weight is considered at risk. The 
risk is greater if diabetes is pre¬ 
sent ,in their family, and for 
women bearing children weighing 
over nine pounds at birth. 

Insulin-dependent diabetes, 
most frequent in children and 
young adults, is characterized by 
the sudden appearance of: con¬ 
stant urination, abnormal thirst, 
unusual hunger, the rapid loss of 
weight, irritability, obvious 
weakness and fatigue, or nausea 
and vomiting. If these symptoms 
appear see a doctor immediately. 

Non-insulin dependent diabetes 
usually occurs after the age of

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Magnolia Farms Developers Fail 
To Find Support tor Their Plans

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil expressed its opposition 
to a plan to build houses and 
commercial office buildings 
on the Magnolia Farms pro¬ 
perty. At its regular meet¬ 
ing on Monday, November 2 
the council unanimously vo¬ 
ted against supporting the 
rezoning requests the devel¬ 
oper, the Mark Vogel Com¬ 
pany, needs in order to de¬ 
velop it as they would like. 

Magnolia Farms is west of 
Doctors Hospital, north of Good 
Luck Road, south of the Schrom 
Hills Park, and Hanover Park¬ 
way when extended will run 
through the property. 

The plan, presented by the 
developer on Monday night, call¬ 
ed for single family homes north 
of Hanover Parkway and 300,- 
000 square feet of commercial 
office buildings in the southern 
part of the property. 

Council objected to having any 
commercial office buildings on 
the property. Council members 
explained their objections at a 
work session with the developer's 
representatives on Wednesday, 
October 21, as well at the coun¬ 
cil meeting on November 2, 

The land is presently zoned 
for residential use and council 
members asked why the whole 
property could not be built as 
single family homes. The need 
for additional single family 
homes in Greenbelt was cited, 
since they make up only 6% of 
the city's residential units. And 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld pointed 
out that this is the last remain¬ 
ing large parcel of land within 
the city of Greenbelt that could 
be built up with detached 
houses. 

Council members pointed out 
to the developer and his repre¬ 
sentatives. as had the Advisory 
Planning Board earlier, that the 
city had worked to keep com¬ 
mercial development in the east¬ 
ern part of the city near the 
Greenway Center area. And the 
Master Plan shows a tapering 
of the density of development 
from that area to the homes to 
the south and east and then 
to a park south of the Green- 
brook houses. 

In response to the council's 
objection to commercial build¬ 
ings, the developer's represen¬ 
tatives noted that the price of 
the land dictates the course of 
their plans. Attorney Glenn Har¬ 


rell, (of O'Malley, Miles and 
Harrell), said that the Mark 
Vogel company only builds com¬ 
mercial buildings, but wants to 
be a part of this project. 

Several times the representa¬ 
tives of the developer mentioned 
studies showing a need for more 
office space in the Greenbelt 
area. Council member Thomas 
White told the developer's rep¬ 
resentatives there already are 
enough office buildings in Green¬ 
belt, both planned and existing. 

There were concerns raised 
about the extra traffic the pro¬ 
posed development would create 
on an already heavily used road 
system. The developer plans for 
a third left turn lane from Han¬ 
over Parkway onto west bound 
Greenbelt Rd. to handle the ad¬ 
ditional traffic. 

Weidenfeld said that a rezon¬ 
ing change on this property 
would affect about 40 acres of 
undeveloped properties to the 
west. 

At the work session Harrell 
asked that a workable solution 
for both parties be found for 
this property and council could 
worry about the other proper¬ 
ties if and as they come up. 

When the mood of the council 
became apparent. Harrell told 
how the developer had been will¬ 
ing to work with council and 
compromise. He cited the de¬ 
crease of planned office space to 
300,000 square feet in the last 
plan presented and the several 
possible plans for the location 
and types of office buildings 
shown at the work session. 

And Mark Vogel complained 
that he had been treated worse 
in Greenbelt than in any other 


place. 

Citizen Reaction 

The deveioper received expres¬ 
sions of support from several of 
the neighbors of Magnolia 
Farms. 

The senior pastor of the Trin¬ 
ity Assembly of God, the Rev¬ 
erend William Ferguson, spoke 
at the council meeting of the 
possible development as accept¬ 
able. (The Trinity Assembly of 
God Church of Lanham will be 
part of Greenbelt when they 
move into their new building.) 

A letter was read to the coun¬ 
cil from the Capital Bible Col¬ 
lege, (located across Good Luck 
Road from Doctors Hospital) 
expressing support for the pro¬ 
posal as a sensible development 
proposal. 

Anthony riccirilli, a resident 
of Dresden Green, the neighbor¬ 
ing subdevelopment, also ex¬ 
pressed support of the plans for 
Magnolia Farms. 

Residents of Greenbelt, who 
spoke before the council, all 
opposed the proposed develop¬ 
ment. 

Robert Zugby, speaking for 
the Coalition of Greenbelt East 
Communities sain that all the 
members oppose further commer¬ 
cial buildings in the eastern part 
of the city and would like to see 
Magnolia Farms be built as to¬ 
tally residential. 

P^uriher Action 

The Mark Vogel Company will 
appear before the County Plan¬ 
ning Board on November 5 and 
the Zoning Hearing Examiner 
on November 13 as the next 
steps of the process in which 
they seek to obtain re zoning of 
the property.

Todd, the firm preparing an en¬ 
vironmental assessment for con¬ 
struction of the yard, City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese requested 
information regarding (1) the 
amount of land to be taken from 
BARC, its boundaries, and whe¬ 
ther Metro would be acquiring 
from BARG land not needed for 
the yard, (2) the impact of the 
proposal for an enlarged facility 
upon the existing flood plain in 
the area and the manner in which 
the involved flood plain areas 
would be made usable and (3) 
the projected number of employ* 
ees using the yard on a daily ba¬ 
sis and/or the volume of traffic 
that will be generated on Ed¬ 
itions ton Road as a result of this 
service facility. 

Giese needed this information 
so that the city could respond to 
WRT’s September 16 letter con¬ 
taining information about the en¬ 
vironmental assessment project 
for the construction of the tran¬ 
sit car .service and inspection 
yard.

the safety of the “common cor¬ 
ridor” whereby the rails for the 
Metro will run beside the CSX 
tracks. The Red Line also runs 
alongside the CSX track in 
Montgomery County where two 
derailments have recently oc¬ 
curred in which CSX trains land¬ 
ed on Metrorail tracks, 

Manoukin said that there is 
greater horizontal and vertical 
displacement between the CSX 
and Metro tracks on the Green 
Lin© than along any other com¬ 
mon corridor. He said that in 
most spots there is at least a 
fifty foot separation, although 
at some points the separation 
decreases to 35 feet. In addition, 
the Metro tracks are four to five 
feet higher than the CSX tracks. 

Gough said that a report on 
the common corridor situation is 
expected within a year. However, 
he said that if the line is not 
built in the common corridor it 
will not be built. 

CB-114 

County Council member Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi addressed the group 
briefly regarding CB-114. This 
legislation, introduced by Castal¬ 
di, would require that develop¬ 
ers who obtained zoning approv¬ 
al prior to 1972 would have to 
meet the same “adequate public 
facilities” test that has been re¬ 
quired since then. He said that 
the purpose of the bill is to re¬ 
quire that the public facilities, 
primarily roads, that are re¬ 
quired to support development 
are in place. 

The bill would only apply to 
projects in excess of 100,000 
square feet. Castaldi said that 
he does not have the support for 
a lower limit. He stressed that 
he is not against all growth, 
but that the county needs bal¬ 
anced, stable growth. 

Castaldi said that there will 


be a public hearing on the bill 
on November 17 at 2 p.m., and 
requested support from the 
group, 

Castaldi said that the bill 
would not affect Beltway Plaza 
which has already been com¬ 
pletely subdivided. He said the 
only project in the city that 
could be affected would be the 
Sunrise Village property. 

Other Matters 

Eunice Coxon reported that 
CFG now has 107 members. She 
said that a few years ago there 
were nearly 200 members and 
urged the group to seek to ex¬ 
pand to 30C members. 

The members present approved 
a motion by Keith Chernikoff 
requesting the executive board 
establish a “council watch” com¬ 
mittee of at least three mem¬ 
bers to monitor the actions of 
the council and other legislative 
bodies and to report to CFG and 
through the press to the com¬ 
munity at large. 

Barry Schlesinger said that 
while he thought it an excellent 
concept, he was troubled that 
the people who had been men¬ 
tioned in past board meetings 
as interested had yet to attend 
any CFG meetings. He said that 
he did not want to see a com¬ 
mittee established until those in¬ 
terested had shown enough com¬ 
mitment to CFG to attend a 
meeting. 

Chernikoff said that the mo¬ 
tion allows the board to decide 
not to fill tile committee. Coxon 
warned that “before you spar 
with council” you must be very 
careful and very savvy. She said 
that those interested should at¬ 
tend the next board meeting. 

CFG president Marvin Holmes 
requested tnat those present 
come before the board and out¬ 
line how the committee will op¬ 
erate.

run the road below grade at 
the B & O crossing. Metro has 
given the county $12.6 million 
to replace the crossing above 
grade, but according to Metro 
officials it would cost at least 
twice that amount to run the 
road below grade. 

At present it does not appear 
that a temporary replacement 
road between Route 1 and Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue will be in place 
when Calvert Road is closed. 
Drivers traveling east-west will 
be forced to use East-West 
Highway or Greenbelt Road in¬ 
stead.

What are teeth made of? 

Teeth are composed of four 
different tissue types, 3 are 
hard and one is soft. The 
three hard tissues are enam¬ 
el, dentin and cementum. 
Pulp is the soft tissue found 
in the hollow central core of 
a tooth. It contains small 
nerve fibers and blood ves¬ 
sels. 

Enamel is the part of the 
tooth we are most familiar 
with since it covers all of the 
portion of a tooth that we 
normally see. It is the hard¬ 
est structure in the body, 
consisting of approximately 
97% calcium. Enamel’s main 
function is to protect the 
tooth from wear and tear 
during normal chewing. Kept 
free from decay, enamel 
can last a lifetime. 

Dentin is located beneath 
the enamel and forms the 
bulk of the tooth, including 
both crown and root. Al¬ 
though quite hard (70% cal¬ 
cium), dentin is a living tis¬ 
sue. It contains cells which 
function through out life to 
produce additional dentin to 
compensate for external chan¬ 
ges to the tooth such as abra¬ 
sion and decay. 

Cemencum. the 3rd hard 
tissue, is a bonelike material 
which covers the root. It is 
only 50% calcium. Although 
very thin, it serves two very 
important functions in help¬ 
ing to anchor the tooth to 
bone as well as adjusting in 
thicking to compensate for 
tooth wear.

Members of the Employee Relations Board serve for 
terms of three years, and the person appointed to the 
current vacancy shall be appointed to serve until No¬ 
vember 1990. 

Interested citizens, who shall be qualified voters of the 
city and who shall hold on other elective or appointive 
office in the city government, should submit their resume 
to the City Clerk, 25 Crescent Road.
